Perhaps there was never a period in the 
experience of this country, certamly not 
in the memory of men now living, when 
the political situation was overspread by 
such an impenetrable haze of uncertainty, 
or when the political elements visible to 
the eye lay about im such scattered and 
apparently inextricable confusion. We 
find Republican leaders urging old-fash- 
ioned Democratic theories. We see Dem- 
ocratic politicians committing themselves 
to doctrines which, to say the least of 
them, are tederalistic.

The Re 
publicans are at outs with the Radicals. 
The Young Democracy are at outs with the 
Bourbons.

The New York ae te Abolish lm. 
prisemment ter Debt.’* 


Under this title hn is a statute of 
New York which has been perverted to 
most extraordinary purposes, according to 
the promptings of malice or cupidity. The 
Legislature, which passed it, undoubtedly 
intended to abolish the barbarous practice 
of imprisonment for debt; but they made 


bitrary arrest and incarceration. Toshow 
how sweeping and unlimited is the oppor- 
tunity for arrest upon any imaginable 
cause, we quote from section 179 of the 
New York Code, allowing arrest:

Fourth—When the defendant has been guilty

Fifth—Where ibe defendant has removed or 
¢)}- posed of his property, or is about to do so 
whkb intent to d« fraud his creditors. 


Now, it will be observed’ that all these 
causes of arrest are in ciel actions. It 1s 
perfectly just and proper, where an iadi- 
vidual commits an offense, that he should 
be punished by criminal process. But 
here the door is thrown wide open for the 
gratification of revenge or the oppression 
by the rich and powerful of the weaker 
and poorer classes, under the shadow of 
law. 

Under section 181, the arrests may be 
made “where it shall appear to the judge 
by the affidavit of the plaintiff, or of any 
other person, that a sufficient cause of ac- 
tion exists, and that the case is one of 
those mentioned in section 179.” 

The business men of Kentucky should be 
careful to deal only with those in whose 
integrity they have every confidence; and 
every safeguard, by receipt or other writ 
ten document, should be taken, so long as 
that barbarous relic exists upon the statute 
book. Otherwise, when they incur the 
iJ]. will of some unscrupulous men (of whom 
there still live a few specimens in New 
York), a letire de cachet may revive un- 
pleasant reminiscences of the Bastille. 
There are 4,000 of these arbitrary ar- 
rests, under civil process, in New York 
city annually. However honest the judges 
may be, itis impossible for them to give a 
more careful examination to each case, or 
to know anything further than the er part 
affidavits of the plaintiff The judge has 
nothing but the papers presented to him for 
a guide, and, if they are fm conformity 
with the requirements of the code, it is 
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necessary that he should sign the order of 
arrest. Hundreds of cases have occurred 
where this law has struck down an honest 
and innocent man and crushed his de- 
pendent and defenseless family. An ez parte 
affidavit (not one word of which may be 
true) consigns him to prison, because 
the code allows it, in default of bail. By 
the arrest a man’s business may be ruined, 
and finally he may emerge from the prison 
walls a bankrupt. The scoundrel who 
gratifies his malice in this manner and en- 
taile such misery chews the sweet morsel 
of revenge with complacency in some 
palatial] residence, and daily increases his 
gains and moves among his tellow-men 
with the proud consciousness of having 
claimed his legal rights. His motto has 
been “Better is it for ninety-nine innocent 
men to perish than to have one guilty 
wretch escape.” Public opinion has been 
attracted in New York to the perversion 
and oppression iacident to this law. Tbe 
sentiment from communities which deal 
in New York ought to be brought to 
bear to make it known that the 
progressive civilization of the age 
cries shame upon the great State of 
New York for tolerating laws upon 
the statute-book, which can be made the 
engine of oppression and foul wrong. 
Even the bail is unjust and oporessive, 1

of Kentucky, who was arrested in New 
York city in 1868. The time was well chosen 
tor the ot malice, as the arrest 
wes wide on Christune Eve, of 5 p. m. 
Of course no steps Gpdild be takes that 


were made on Monday, and yet the dila 
tory proceedings were such that Wednes- 
day came before the order of discharge 
could be made; and all this time the de 
tendant was compelled to occupy the 
game quafters, assigned to gcores of mur- 
derers and malefactors. The plamtiff 
swore that the defendant had represented 
himself to be wealthy and solvent, and 
had indaced him to credit a certain corpo- 
ration $9,000 and a certain firm $7,000; 
and that after giving his individual note to 
secure the debts, the defendant had subse- 
quently in@uced him to take in lieu 
thereof the notes of the cerporation, which 
was then and afterwards proved to be in- 
solvent. 

This would look, on its face, like a very 
plain case of fraud. And yet the Chief 
Justice (Banpoun, one of the ablest and 
purest of the judiciary), in deciding the 
motion tO vacate the order of arrest, which

This decision was made upon the plain- 
tiif’s own affidavits, who had sworn that 
he had “learned” and “ascertained” cer- 
tain things.

“Indeed it cannot be doubted that his en- 
tire statement of what he then ascertained, 
if testified to by him upon the trial of the 
action, in precisely the same words, would 
not tend in the slightest degree to prove 
any material jact whatever.” 

In addition, every fact alleged by the 
plaintiff had been directly controverted 
by the defendant with such witnesses as 
Senator Bayarp and ex-Congressman 
Ware.y, of Delaware, Judge Bowurrr 
and W. R. Tnomrson, of Kentucky, and 
one of the firm to whom credit was said to 
have been given. Further than that, the 
defendant, prudent man that he is, had 
saved his correspondence, which we advise 
our friends alwayt to do. And, though he 
had indorsed and carried the paper of the 
corporation and lost over $50,000 ultimate- 
ly in it, thie scrap turned up to blast the 
gaze of the astounded plaintiff:

We cite these facts merely to show every 
cautions and prudent man how easily he. 
too, may be involved in unpleasant com- 
plications with residents or non-residents ot 
New York under the statute laws of that 
State; and we do it with the hope of 
bringing some pressure to bear from 
outside of the State, which may be 
available in repealing such an obnox- 
jous and inequitable law. The de. 
fendant ip this instance has been 
compelled to suffer undeserved obloquy, 
and, perbaps, loss oil character, in the 
minds of some who may never see the de- 
clsion which socompletely vindicated him. 
He has had to pay out hundreds of dollars 
in legal expenses, besides the constant at 
tention for eighteen months, compulsorily 
given, to a case attacking reputation. And 
for allthis aynoyance, and te do all this 
injury, how much wag the unjustified 
plaintiff required to give security? $250!

A Revolution in Printing Presses. 
[From yester lay's Nashville Baoner.) 

J. Basiey Brown, Esq., of this city, yoster 
day received from the United States Patent 
Uthice, at Wasbington, letters patent on his 
improved rotary priuting press, a detailed 
d-scription of which bas already appeared in 
these columns. Lithograph drawings of tae 
machinery, in all ite varied but simple com- 
plications, sccompany the printed copies of 
the letters from the Patent Ullice. The press 
may be driven by any convenient power, the 
cylinders and rollers being connected bya 
train of gearlog so arranged that all tne 
moving suriaces that come in coastact 
with the paper passing through the machine 
may move with exactly the same specd with- 
out strain upon the paper. As a press for 

rinting two sides of @single sheet at once, 
an in many respecis, superior to the Bal- 
lock prees and capable of greater speed.
